1955 Bean Plantings Forecast 
At 17.5 Million Acres

WASHINGTON—-One expert at the 


U.S. Department of Agriculture now 
forecasts that soybean acreage fo! 
1955 will not exceed 17.5 millior 
acres, which would produce a crop 


of approximately 360 million bushels 
on the basis of 20.8 bu. per acre av 
erage yields 

This presents substantial in 
crease in the protein meal supply 
outlook when the probable reduction 
of cotton acreage and cottonseed is 
measured 

This expert says that increases in 
bean acreage will probably occur as 
follows: In the eastern Corn Belt, an 
increase in bean acreage of 150,000 
acres. In Kansas, it is expected that 
wheat land diverted to soybeans will 
reach as high as 100,000 acres over 
last year. For Minnesota, Iowa and 
Missouri the increase from last yea! 
would be estimated at 100,000 acres 

In the South, the delta area par 


no 


ticularly, soybean acreage on cotton 
diverted land would amount to 150,- 
000 acres, with the major increase in 
Arkansas where an advance in this 
crop could reach 60,000 new acres. 

Concerning the recent report in 
Feedstuffs over the loan maturity 
problem facing CSS on soybeans, this 
expert forecasts that few beans will 
remain in the loan program at re- 
demption date and predicts that a de- 
cision to lower the price support level 
for beans to 70% of parity for the 
crop next year will bring the market 
price and levels into line and 
move out from loan into the 
market

date on May 31, 1955. His observa-

Farmers Report Plans for Sharp 


WASHINGTON A sharp reduc- 
tion this year in farmers’ purchases 
of baby chicks is indicated on the 
basis of a U.S. Department of Agri- 


culture survey of intentions to buy 
chicks 

Reacting to recent low egg prices, 
farmers indicated that they planned 
to buy 18% fewer chicks in 1955 than 
in 1954 

Such a reduction would have a 
marked effect on sales of chick start- 
ing and growing feeds this spring and 
sales later of laying mushes. 

However, as USDA points out, a 


difference between February plans 
and actual purchases is to be ex- 
pected. Actual purchases of baby 


chicks generally depend largely on 


egg and feed prices during the mai: 
hatching season. 

The indicated cutback in farmers 
raising of flock replacement chicks 
as based on the February intentions 
report, would be considerably sharpe:

Broiler, Poult 
Hatches Again 
Show Decline

WASHINGTON—-The broiler and 
turkey industries now appear to have 
built the base for a solidly profitable 
year, according to an analysis of the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
hatchery report for January. For 
that month both of these producing 
groups have recorded a decline in pro- 
duction prospects which are now 
projected into February on the basis 
of eggs in incubators, 

The USDA hatchery report for 
January shows that the number of 
chicks hatched by commercial] hatch- 
eries during that month was 21% less 
than the number hatched in January 
last year. The number hatched to- 
taled 111,109,000, compared with 140,- 
115,000 in January last year. The re- 
port added that a smaller February 
hatch than a year ago is in prospect 
as the number of eggs in incubators 
on Feb. 1 was 14% less than on Feb. 
1, 1954, 

The number of heavy breed poults 
hatched during January totaled 
1,196,000, compared with 1,219,000 in 
January last year—a devrease of 2%. 
Light breed turkeys hatched in Janu- 
ary totaled 1,323,000, compared with 
1,736,000 in January a year ago—a 
decrease of 24%. A smaller February 
hatch than a year ago in both heavy 
and light breeds is in prospect. 

A lower price for feed grains for 
the balance of the feeding year 
makes for a profitable feeding ratio 
to brighten the picture. 

However, USDA officials now see 
higher broiler and turkey production 
this year than last year except that 
the production will be spaced better 
market-wise. 

The broiler industry has taken 
USDA admonitions to heart evidently 
since it went into an indicated fourth 
month of curtailed output with Feb-

Wheat and corn exchanged for stra- 
tegic materials under the supplemen- 
tal stockpile program can be exported 
only to “selected” countries. Exports 
under this program will be expected 
to increase U.S. shipments of grain 
to these countries. In the case of 
dairy products, where normal ex- 
ports do not represent large volumes, 
shipments can be made to any friend- 
ly country. 

The “selected” countries for wheat 
barter are Belgium, Brazil, Chile, 
Egypt, Germany, India, Italy, Peru, 
Turkey, United Kingdom, Yugoslavia 
and Mexico. Corn barter countries are 
Austria, Belgium, Germany, India, 
Ireland, Italy, Netherlands, Norway, 
United Kingdom and Yugoslavia. 

Barter proposals will be handled 
differently from usual barter activi- 
ties. Proposals will be accepted only 
if agricultural commodities involved 
ire to be exported to country of 
origin of strategic material for which 
they are exchanged, or to specified 
countries as approved by CCC from 
the appropriate “selected” country 
list. 

The exchange value of the strategic 
materials involved will be at not 
more than fair market value, and the 
agricultural commodities at the ex- 
port market price as determined by 
CCC, U.S. appropriated funds speci- 
fically designated for the purchase 
of agricultural commodities of U.S. 
origin may not be used to purchase 
the agricultura] commodities being 
exported under these exchanges. 
Where applicable, at least 50% of the 
strategic materials to be accepted 
must move in U.S. ships. 


No Disruption 

Items accepted for the supplemen- 
tal stockpile may have to be held by 
CCC for varying periods of time. 
There will be no provisions for trans- 
fer to other government agencies, as 
in the case of “minimum” and “long- 
range” stockpile materials or non- 
strategic materials equipment for 
overseas use by other agencies. Fur- 
ther, the Department would avoid 
disposing of these materials in ways 
which might disrupt domestic mar- 
kets. It will review each proposal to 
determine whether the particular 
strategic material would entail less

Offers to barter for materials with- 
in ODM’s “supplemental” stockpile 
list will also be considered under spe- 
cified conditions. 

The list of commodities suggested 
by ODM for “supplemental” stock- 
pile consideration includes the follow- 
ing: antimony, bauxite (metallurgical 
and refractory grade), beryl, bismuth, 
cadmium, chromite (metallurgical 
and refractory), cobalt, feathers and 
down, fluorspar (acid grade), iodine, 
lead, magnesium, manganese ore 
(battery chemical and metallurgical), 
mercury, mica (splittings), nickel, 
opium, platinum, palladium, selenium, 
silk (waste and noils), tantalite, ti- 
tanium, tin and zinc. 

Requirements under which all of- 
fers to furnish supplemental stock- 
pile materials must conform have 
been set up by the barter and stock- 
piling division of the Commodity Sta- 
bilization Service, USDA.

The committee, which is made up 
of poultry growing and processing 
| industry representatives, met recent- 
| ly in Washington to make recom- 
| mendations to USDA on poultry re- 
| search and marketing service work 

The proposal on unidentified fac 
tors research was part of the com 
mittee’s recomemndations in the field 
of poultry production. Another rec 
ommendation was that more funda 
mental information be obtained 
nutrient utilization by the embryoni 
and the adult bird. 

The committee also recommended 
expansion of research on lymphoma- 
tosis, the cancer-like disease that it 
is estimated in 1953 to have account 
ed for half of all chicken mortality 
in the U.S. Other work on standards

for poultry vaccines was proposed

The committee's main emphasis 


was on utilization research aimed at 
development of more economical, con 
venient and new poultry products 
along with improvements in poultry 
flavor and quality. Various marketing 
studies also were recommended. 

In marketing service work, the 
committee recommended increased 
effort to maintain accuracy in future 
weekly broiler chick replacement re- 
ports. Committee members pointed 
out that this task has become in- 
creasingly difficult as the hatching 
season has been extended to cover 
practically the entire year, and as the 
distribution of chicks has become

Vor Salesmen 

The salesman can only move 
in two directions. He either 
goes forward or he goes back- 
ward, depending upon the route 
he follows. Like his direction, 
he can follow only one of two 
routes; the positive route or 
the negative route. 

The interesting fact is that 
the route he follows is purely 
a result of his thinking, and 
his thinking reflects his train- 
ing. 

The regrettable part is not 
the fact that in far too many 
instances he chooses the nega- 
tive route, but that he does not 
receive adequate positive 
thinking guidance, 

What is meant by adequate 
guidance? Stop to consider the 
number of prospects, custo- 
mers, and business associates 
the salesman contacts who 
daily load him with negative 
thinking as compared to the 
amount of basic fundamenta! 
positive thinking supplied by 
his superiors, Chances are that 
it would be a 10 to one shot, 
so he’s thinking negatively 
rather than being a positive 
thinker, One big difference be- 
tween a leader and a follower, 
a “doer” and a “don'ter” is that 
one thinks positive and one 
thinks negative. Many leaders 
have one-track minds and they, 

by utilizing their inner power, 
build up an immuity to nega- 
tive thinking and make the 
grade.

You can drive sales away by allowing soiled, dog-eared 
literature to remain in racks and on counters.

How many customers does the average retailer lose each 
year and what causes them to leave? Available statistics 
show that out of every 100 customers, 15 leave during 
the first year; 13 the second year; 11 in the third; nine 
in the fourth; eight in the fifth; seven in the sixth; six 
in the seventh; five in the eight; four in the ninth and 
three in the tenth year. It is estimated that a total of 81 
customers are lost in a 10-year period. These reasons 
are given: 68% are lost because of discourteous or in 
different treatment and/or poor service; 14 leave because 
grievances are not adjusted; 9% are attracted by lower 
prices elsewhere; 3% move away and 1% die. It is inter- 
esting to note that in the area where the dealer loses 
most of his customers—discourteous or indifferent treat- 
ment, poor service and unadjusted grievances—is the 
area where he can work most effectively to combat the 
problem of lost customers. It is really a simple matter 
to be courteous, friendly, sincere, give prompt and ef- 
ficient service and if there is a complaint—-to handle it 
so that the customer is completely satisfied. It is also 
important that a “lost” customer be brought back as soon 
as possible. If he is allowed to stay away a year or more 
it becomes quite difficult to make him a paying patron 
again

Changes Made in 
Shell Egg Standards 


WASHINGTON — Changes in the 
quality standards and weight classes 
for shell eggs have been announced 
by the U.S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. Most of the changes go into 
effect March 1. Changes in the weight 
classes and the facility and operating 
requirements will become effective 
Jan. 1, 1956 

The principal change in the stand- 
urds eliminates “stained” eggs as a 
separate quality classification, and 
includes eggs with stained or soiled 
hells in “B”, “C”, and “dirty” qual- 
ties, depending on the intensity and 

rea of the stain 

The weight classes of the various 

rades (consumer, procurement, and 
wholesale) will be changed to effect 

ore uniformity between the respec- 


tive grades and within ‘the weight 
size classes. “Large” eggs must 
weigh individually at the rate of at 


east 24 oz. per dozen and there will 








be a uniform spread of 3 oz. per 
dozen between each of the weight

of shell eggs that are to bear the 
official grade marks, (2) prescribes 
the form of the grade mark, and (3) 
makes minor changes in some of the 
other provisions consistent with sim- 
ilar provisions in the poultry grading 
and inspection programs.

Even though lysine HCl is too ex- 
pensive to incorporate into feeds, it 
is possible to raise the lysine con- 
tent of feeds by using larger quan- 
tities of feed supplements rich in 
this amino acid. Blood meal is con- 
sidered a rich source of lysine. 

It is just as important as balancing 
amino acids in a ration to keep 
other nutrients in balance. For 
it was quickly learned in 
tests designed to study the effect of 


| adding fats to feeds that the pro- 








tein and other fortification had to be 
increased accordingly for the animals 
or birds to make maximum use of the 


extra energy present in the added 
fat 

More needs to be learned about 
the availability of the amino acids 


present in certain feedstuffs. If dried 
skim milk or soybean oil meal as 
well as most other protein concen- 
trates are over-heated during pro- 
cessing, some of the lysine may be 
destroyed or tied up in such a man- 


ner that is unavailable for normal 
protein metabolism. Anyone using 
average amino acid values in calcula- 
tion for formulations will soon find 
that some rations will respond to 
lysine supplementation even though 
it is thought the lysine content is 


in balance with other essential amino 
acids. Processing variables have a 
similar effect on most of the other 
essential amino acids. Therefore, the 
quality of the various ingredients will 
certainly have to be carefully con- 
trolled if we are to make the most 
efficient use of our protein supple- 
ments 

It seems that our knowledge of all 
aspects of the amino acid require- 
ments, determinations, availability, 
interrelationships and content in feed- 
stuffs is still inadequate to put much 
reliance into calculated amino acid 
balances in feeds for critical live- 
stock. The amino acid developments 
should be watched closely, and care- 
ful consideration given to all of the 
nutritional and economical aspects 
before going overboard in adding 
amino acid supplements and lowering 
the level of protein in critical feeds

It’s not 
enough when supplementing to sup- 
ply just one of these nutrients, say 
protein, and neglect to supply the 
other two. A deficiency of any one 
of the important nutrients in the 
group may well become a limiting 
factor in the rate and efficiency of 
gain 

For a simple illustration, let’s as- 
sume that a group of steers are being 
fed enough carbohydrates so that 


they should be gaining between 2% 
and 2% Ib. a day. But the ration is 
incomplete, or improperly balanced. 


3ecause of a deficiency of certain 
needed nutrients, the cattle are 
gaining only 1% lb. a day even 
though there are enough carbohy- 
drates to produce gains at a much 


faster rate. By adding protein in the 
form of soybean oil meal, cottonseed 


meal or linseed meal, it is reasonable 
to assume that we could increase 
their gains to 2 lb. a day without 
feeding any more carbohydrates. By 
going a step further and adding the 


necessary minerals and vitamins, the 
steers might average 2% or 2% lb 
a day. I'll grant that this is a crude 
illustration, but I believe that it es- 
tablishes the point I am trying to 
make. In other words, when the ra- 
tion is correctly balanced, the ani- 
mals are able to utilize their rough- 
iges and grains to the fullest extent,

High Roughage Rations 

My specific subject in this discus- 
sion is the supplement needs of beef 
cattle on high roughage rations. It 
has been estimated that approxi- 
mately 85% of all the food nutrients 
consumed by beef cattle are derived 
from roughage feeds: Therefore, low- 
ering the cost of beef production must 
come primarily through learning how 
to convert roughages into highly ef- 
ficient growing and fattening rations. 
As you know, roughages differ wide- 
ly in quality and composition. The 
legumes, including alfalfa, clovers 
and soybean hay, require less supple- 
mentation than poor quality rough- 
ages such as stover, corn cobs, straw 
and the non-legume hays. Most of our 
big cattle feeders normally make wid- 
er use of the cheaper roughages than 
of those in the legume group. 

Ground corn cobs have been used 





quite extensively in recent years, and 
more and more cattle feeders today 
are becoming interested in cobs as a 
means of producing beef at lower 
cost. Tests at Purdue have indicated 
that cobs can replace % of the corn 
in rations for choice cattle, and for 
medium and lower grades, they can 
be used to replace nearly all of the 
corn. Cobs are a roughage feed and 
cannot be considered as a substi- 
tute for corn or any other high ener 
gy feed in producing prime and 
high choice beef. In order to obtain 
good gains with corn cobs, they must 
be properly supplemented.’ The sup 
plement used must furnish an ade- 
quate amount of protein of suitable 
quality. It must supply certain trace 
minerals, especially salt, calcium 
phosphorus, cobalt, iodine and possib 
ly others. Also the supplement must 
contain vitamin A to meet the defici 
ency of this nutrient in corn cobs 
Molasses in corn cob supplements will 
improve the palatability and furnish 
energy and some minerals 

From what we know today about 
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the utilization of roughages by beef 
cattle, we realize the importance of 


the micro-organisms or “bugs” in the 
rumen, These tiny bacteria break 
down the roughage and other food, 


and the more of them that are work- 
ing in the rumen, the better job they 
do of digesting the feed that the 
cattle eat. Actually when these bugs 
are properly fed, they live, grow ana 
multiply on the energy they get by 
digesting the feed, and then the cat 
tle grow and fatten as they 
the bugs from the digestive tract. It 
appears then that our problem in 
feeding cattle efficiently on low qual 
ity roughage such as corn cobs is to 
supply a supplement that meets the 
requirements of the bugs and of the 
cattle as well

They also found that certain 
trace minerals, especially cobalt, was 
needed to make the bugs multiply 
in the rumen and further improve di- 
gestion of the feeds consumed. Ru- 


men bugs use cobalt in the synthesis | 


of By vitamins. Corn and low quality 
roughages are low in cobalt. Soybean 
oil meal, cottonseed meal and leafy 
alfalfa are pretty good sources of 
cobalt in most areas, As synthetic 
protein, such as urea, is put into sup- 
plements to replace part of these 
natural proteins, the need for adding 
cobalt increases. Molasses, which is 
used quite extensively in cattle feed- 
ing today is also a pretty good 


source of trace minerals including 
cobalt, and therefore it has its ad- 
vantages in improving the activity 


of rumen bacteria 

Probably the most extensive re- 
search work on building supplements 
for roughage utilization by beef cat- 
tle has been done by Dr. Beeson and 
his associates at Purdue University 
Following s years of work on 
this problem, Purdue Supplement “A’

was released in the spring of 1949 
Since 1949, there has been a contin 
ued effort to improve upon the orig 
inal formula through the addition 


and replacement of numerous ingre 
dients, Feed companies and other ex 
periment stations have worked inde 
pendently and in cooperation with 
Purdue University along these lines 
The chief modification of Purdue Sup- 
plement “A” to date is the replace- 
ment of malt sprouts 
ground grain with 17% 
dehydrated alfalfa This has re 
sulted in increased appetite, greater 
daily gains and improved feed effi 
ciency.

The building of supplements for 
better utilization of roughages by 
beef cattle boils down to building a 
supplement that will make the bugs 
in the rumen multiply and work. We 
know there are many species or vari- 
eties of bugs. We also know 
that the various species of bugs dif- 
fer in their nutritional requirements 
In building balanced supplements for 
cattle, we must include the feed 
ingredients that the different bugs 
need if we expect to achieve maxi- 
mum results. Research has come a 
long way in the last few years in 
this respect, and undoubtedly we will 
see still more improvement in the 
years ahead

I 
believe we can honestly say that 
Indiana has pioneered in this field, 
and as a result cattle feeding in the 
Hoosier state has been increasing 
somewhat more rapidly than in neigh- 
boring Corn Belt states. Indiana 
feeders have proved that silage, sto- 
ver, cobs and straw can be utilized 
efficiently by cattle if the supple- 
ment furnishes the necessary nutri- 
ents to make up for the deficiencies 
in the roughage.

Efficient utilization of roughages 
by beef cattle depends largely upon 
properly feeding the bacteria in the 
rumen, When the “bugs” are properly 
nourished, they multiply rapidly and 
the animal benefits by absorbing 
these food-laden bacteria after they 
have handled the feed consumed 

Research has shown that there are 
many different species of bugs and 
the nutritive requirements of them 
are not always the same. Therefore, 
for best utilization of roughages, the 
supplements fed to beef cattle must 
contain a variety of ingredients, with 
particular attention to proteins, min 


erals and vitamins

WASHINGTON—The U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture is appealing for | 
help in its campaign to check the 
spread of the Khapra Beetle, a de- 
structive grain pest new to the U.S 

Infestation has already been re- 
ported in California, Arizona and | 
New Mexico. A native of India, Cey- 
lon and Malaya, the insect spread to 
Europe and Africa before reaching 
the North American continent. 

The department believes that if 
the pest can be located in any other 
areas before it has a chance to get 
a foothold, it will stand a reasonable 
chance of preventing an infestation 
of major proportions. Accordingly, in 
a specially prepared pamphlet de- 
scribing the appearance of the beetle 
and the places to look for it, the 
officials ask for the cooperation of 
the grain trade. The pamphlet is 
suitable for posting on bulletin boards 
and copies for this purpose may be 
obtained from the Stored Product 
Insects Section, AMS, USDA, Wash- 
ington 25, D.C

Bunge Corp. Fined 
For Conspiracy; 
Officials Cleared 


HOUSTON, TEXAS—Federal con- 
spiracy indictments against a former 
Galveston Wharves Co. manager and 
four officials of the Bunge Corp., 
New York, were dismissed Feb. 12 
at the request of the government. 
Federal Judge Ben C. Connally dis- 
missed the indictments and at the 
same time accepted a plea of gui ty 
on indictment charging the Bunge 
Corp. with conspiracy and fined the 
grain firm $5,000. 

The Bunge officials cleared by the 
action were Robert F. Straub, presi- 
dent, and Andrew Hirschler and 
Simon Kern, vice president, all of 
New York, and Walton F. Mulloy, 
assistant vice president, Kansas City. 
F. H. Thornton, Sr., was the wharf 
company official involved. 

Cc. K. Richards, assistant U.S. 
district attorney, who was appointed 
about a year ago to devote special 
effort to the grain export cases, asked 
Judge Connally to dismiss the indict- 
ments. He said new evidence had 
been discovered which “negated any 
criminal intent on the part of the 
defendants. It shows that not one 
of them profited by the transactions.”’ 

The defendants were indicted 
jointly by a federal grand jury last 
June following a Senate Agriculture 
Committee probe of the alleged 
illegal operations at the Galveston 
wharves. The indictment alleged a 
conspiracy to export frost-damaged 
Canadian wheat in mixture with U.S. 
wheat and collect federal export sub- 
sidies estimated at $1,500,000
